in this ares it is rumored that the Caechs are requesting letters from the fey 
Germans who are still left thet the Czechs have been “nice” to the Germans. 
These letters would be used ae @ form of insurance in the evant of return of 
German contrel at some time in the future. 


Regardless of the truth of such reports I belteve thet it is a definite fact 
that agricultural production in former German areas now occupied by the Poles 
and Ceechs has dropped draatically. 


it is also true that there is a strong and growing movesent in Geymany (Federal 
Republic) known eg the Irridenta Movement which 18 composed of Germans expelled 
from Poland and Czechoslovakia. 


Recently et Hurnberg there we a mass meeting of over ten thousand Silesten ex- 
pellees, This ares had originally been settled by people fros Franconis. ‘the 
expelieess returned to Franconia and developed a strong political force,
